Announcement of the Government, November 30, 1940 
(Pages 272278) 


The Plenipotentiaries of Japan and China signed today at Nanking the 
Treaty Concerning the Basic Relations »etwoen Japan and China, the Protocol 
annexed thereto and tne izreed Terme c? “Ynderstanding between the Pleni- 
potentiaries of the two countries; following which the Plenipotentiaries of 
Japan, Manchoukuo and China signed the Joint Declaration of Japan, Manchoukuo 
and Chinae 


By virtue of the above, the Jepanese Government have formally recognized 
the National Government of the Republic of China headed by Mr, Wang Chingewei, 
the National Government of the Republic of China have recognized Manchoukuo, 
and the Government of Manchoukuo have recognized the National Government of 
the Republic of China. 


The documents relating to the above are as follows! 


le TREATY CONCERNING THE BASIC RELATIONS 
BETWEEN JaPAN AND CHINA 


The Imperial Government of Japan and 

The National Government of the Republic of Chinas 

Being desirous that these two countries should respect their in- 
herent characteristics and closely cooperate with each other as 
good neighbours under their comaon ideal of establishing a new order in 
Kast Asia on an ethical basis, establishing thereby a permanent peace in 
Zast Asia, and with this asa nucleus contributing toward the peace of the 
world in general, and 


Desiring for this purpose to establish fundamental principles to 
regulate the relations between the two countries, have agreed as follows: 


ARTICLE 1 


The Governments of the two countries shall, in order to mintain 
permanently good neighbourly and amicable relations between the two countries, 
mutually respect thcir soversignty and territories and at the same time take 
mitually helpful and friendly measures, political, economic, cultural and 
otherwise» 


The Govaraments of the two countrics agree to eliminate, and to prohibit 
in the future, such measures and causes as are destructive of amity between 
the two countries in politics, diplomacy, education, propaganda, trade and 
commerce, and other’ spheres. 
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ARTICLE 2 


, The Governments of the two countries shall closely cooperate for 
cultural harmony, creation and development. 


ARTICLE 3 


The Governments of the two countries agree to engage in joint defence 
against all destructive operations of commmistic nature that jeopardize the 
peace and wolfare of their countrios; 


The Governments of the two ccuntrics shall, in order to accom- 
plish the purpose mentiored in the presecing paragraph, oliminate commulstic 
elements and organizasioas in theis respective territories, ami at the cam 
time cooperate closely conserning infsvm-tion and propaganda with refersnce 
to the defence ageinst commuiistic activities. 


Japan shall, in order to carry out the defence against commnistic 
activities through collaboration of the two countries, station required forces 
in specified arcas of fis :c:eninng ani of North China for the necessary duration, 
in accordance with the terms to oe agreed upon separatelye 

ARTICLE 4 


The Governments of the two countries undertake to cooperate closely 


for thoamaintenance of conrnmon peace and order until the Japanese forces sent 
to China camplete their evacuation in accordance with the terms as provided 
for separatelye 


The arcas for stationing Japanose forces for the period requiring the 
imaintenance of common peace and order and other matters pertaining thereto 
shall be determined as agrced separately between the two countries, 


-RTICLE 5 


The Government of the Republic of China shall recognize that Japm may, 
in accordance with previous practicos or in order to preserve the canmn 
interests of the two countries, station for a required duration its naval 
units and vessele in specified areas within the territory of the Republic of 
China, in accordance with the tarms to be agreed upon separatdly between the 
two countriocs. 


ARTICLE 6 


The Governments of the two countries shall. offect close economic cooperae 
tion between the two covntrics in coarcrmance with the spirit of complementing 
each other and ministering to each other's neosds, as well as in accordance 
with the principles of equality and reciprocity. 


With reference to specific rescurces in North China and Mengchiang, 


especially mincral restivses requixed for national eefance, the Governinent of 
tho Ropublic of China undertake thet they shall be devcloped through close 
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cooperation of the two countries, With roference to the development of 
specific resourccs in other areas which ere required for national defence, 
the Government of the Republic of Cniua shail afford necessary facilities 
to Japan and Japaneso subjects, 


With regard to the utilization of the resources referred to in the 
preceding paragraph, whils consideving the requirements of China, the Govern~ 
ment of the Republic of China, shall afford positive and full facilities to 
Japan and Japanese subjects: 


The Governments of tio two scuntries shall take all the necessary 


measures to pramste trade in genera. on) to facilitate and rationalize the 
demand and supply <f fosuu Gstmen the twee covabv.es, The Governments of the 
two countries shal. cvbunt speeteiliy cloue cocperation with respect to the 
promotion of traa2 and enwours 12 the lewew besin of the Yangtze River and 
the rationalization of the iormunt aw supply of goods between Japm on the 


one hand and North China oa Lonechiang on the other. 


The Government of “apan shall, with rospect to the rehabilitation and 
development of industries, finance, transportation and communication in China, 
extend necessary assistance and cooperation to China through consultation 
between the two countries, 2 


ARTICLE 7 


According to the development of the new relations between Japan and 
China under tip present Trenty, the Government of Japm shall abolish extra- 
torritorial rights possessed by Japen in China ond render to the latter its 
concessions; and the Government of Snina shall open its territory for domicile 
and business of Japanese suBiects: 


iRTICLE 8 


The Governments of the two countries shall conclude soparate agreaments 
regarding specific items which are necossary to accomplish the object of the 
present Treatye 


ARTICLE 9 
The present Treaty shall came into effect from the date of its signature. 


In witness whereof the undersigned, duly authorized by thoir respective 
Governments, have signed tho present Treaty and have affixed thereto their 
soalse 


Doue in duplicate, in tne Japanese and Chinese languages, at Nanking the 
30th day of the iJth month of the 15th ycar of Syowa, corresponding to the 
30th day of the lith month or tho 29th ycar of the Republic of China.

Basic Relations between Japan and China, the Plenipotentiarics of the two 
countrios have agreed as follows’ 


ARTICLE 1 


The Government of the Ropublic of China, understanding that, during the 
period in which Japan continues tho warlike operations it is at present 
carrying on in the territory of China, there axists a special state of affairs 
attendant upon such warlike operations, and that Japan mst take such measures 
as are required for the atteinmont of the object of such operations, shall 
accordingly take the necessary measurese 


Byron during the continuation of the said warlike operations, the special 
state of affairs reforred to in the preceding paragvaph shall, in so far as 
there is no obstacle to the attainment of the object of the operations, be 
adjusted in accordance with the changing circumstances and in conformity 
with the Treaty and its annexed docummts. 


aRTICLZ 2 


While the affairs previously adainistered by the Provisional Government 
of the Ropublic of China, tne Reformed Govornment of the Republic of China 
and others have been taken over and temporarily mintained as they are by the 
Government of the Republic of China, those which require adjustment but are 
not yet adjusted shall be adjusted in conformity with the purpose of the 
Treaty and its annexed documents through consultation between the two coun~ 
tries, as promptly as circumstances may pcrmite 


ARTICLE 3 


When general peace is restored between the two countries and tho state 
of war ceases to exist, the Japanese forces shall commence evacuation with 
the exception of those which are stationed in accordance with the Troaty 
Concerning the Basic Rolations between Japan and China signed today md the 
existing agreements botween the two countries, and shall complete it within 
two yoars with the firm establishment of peace and order; and the Government 
of the Republic of China shall guarantee the fima establishment of peaco and 
order during this period, 


ARTICLE § 


The Government of the Republic of China shall compensate the damages 
to rights and interests auffored by Japanese subjects in China on account 
of the China Rffair since its outbreaks 


The Government of Japan shall, with respoct to the rolicf of the Chinese 
rendered destitute by tho China «ffair, cooperate with the Govornment of the 
Ropublic of Chinae

The present Protocol snall come into effect simultaneously with the 
Treatys

3e s4GREEL TCRMS OF UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN THE 
PLEVIPUTSITLRIES OF JiPAN AND CHONA 
CONCERNING THE .NNEXED PHOTOSOL 


In proceeding this day to the signature ao the Treaty Concerning the 
Basic Relations between Japan and China, the following understanding has been 
reached between the Plenipotentiaries of the two countries in connection with 
the stipulations of .irticles 1 and 2 of the .«nnexed Protocol of the Treatye 


1. With regard to those various organs for collecting taxes in China 
which are at present in a special condition owing to military necessity, an 
adjustment shall be made pranptly in accordance with the spirit of respecting 
the financial independence of China, 


2. With regard to those industrial, mining and commercial establish= 
monts under governmental or private management which are at present controlled 
by Japanese forces, the necessary meesures shall be taken for their prompt 
transfor to Chinese management in a raticnal imnner, with the exception of 
those which are of ener; cnaracter ov under special circumstances of unavoidable 
character including military necessity. 


3 In case any Sino-Jopanese joint enterprise requires modification in 
the evaluetion of original assets, the proporticn of capital investments and 
other matters, measures for their rectification shall be taken in accordance 
with the terms to be egreed upon separately through consultation betweon the 
two countries. 


he The Government of the Republic of China shall, in case they find 
it necessary to inetitu*e control on foreign tradc, effect such control 
autonomously. They may not, hewever, infringe upon theprinciple of Sino- 
Japanese economic cooperation mentioned in »rticle 6 of the Treaty; and they 
shall consult with Japan with regard to such control during the continuation 
of the China “ffrair, 


5e With regard to matters pertaining to transportation and communication 
in China which require adjustment, they shall be adjusted, as pramptly as 
circumstance may permit, in accordance with the terms to be agreed upon 
separately through consultation between the two countriese

4e JOINT DECLARATION BY THE GOVERNMENTS OF

The Imperial Government of Japan; 
The Imperial Government of Manchoukuo; and 
The National Government of the Republic of Chinas 


Being desirous that the three countries should respect one another's 
inherent characteristics and closely cooperate with one another as good 
neighbours under their common ideal of establishing a new order in Last 
Asia on an ethical basis, constituting therety the mainstay of a permanent 
peace in East Asia, and with this as a nucleus contributing toward the peace 
of the world in general, declare as follows: 


le Japan, Manchoukuo and China will respect mtually their sovereignty 
and territories. 


2e Japan, Manchoukuo and China will bring about general cooperation 
on a reciprocal basis among the three countries, especially a good neizhbourly 
friendship, common defence against comministic activities and econanic so» 
operation, and for that purpose will take all the necessary measures in every 
direction. 


3e Japan, Manchoukuo and China will promptly conclude agreements in 
accordance with the present Declaration. 


Done at Nanking on this the 30th day of the llth month of the 15th year 
of Syowa, corresponding to the 30th day of the llth month of the 7th yoar of 
hangte, and to the 30th day of the llth month of the 29th year of the Republic

STATETINT OF THE FORTIGN OFFICE SPOKESMAN, ON THE SIGNING 


OP THZ SINOVJAPAMMSE BASIC TREATY, AND THY JAPAN-MANCHOUKUO- 
CEINA JOINT DECLARATION, ISSUZD ON NOVEMBER 30, 1940

In Nanking, at 10 o'clock this morning, a Sino-Japanese Basic Treaty 
between Japan and China was signed between Ambassador Nobuyuki Abe and 
Mr. Wang Ching-wei, President of the Executive Yuan (Though Mr. Wang became 
the head of the National Government, he signed the Treaty in the capacity 
of President of the Executive Yuan), which meane that Japan formally recog- 
nized the new National Government at Nanking as the legitimate government 
of China. And at noon General Abe and Mr. Tsang Shih-i, Plenipotentiaries 
of Japan and Manchoukuo, and Mr. Wang signed the Japan-Manchoukuo-China 
Joint Declaration, vy virtue of which Manchoukuo and the National Govern- 
ment headed by Mr. Wang Ching-wei recognized each other. It is most 
eratifyin;, that the foundation has thus been firmly laid for the construc- 
tion of a new order in East Asia through the cooperation between the three 
Powers. © 


Following the outbreak of the Sino-Japanese hostilities, and with 
the advance of Javanese forces, there sprang up societies for the main- 
tenance of peace and order in various parts of China. These were gradually 
absorbed by and amalgamated with two rogimes-—-namely, the Provisional 
Government at Felking and the Reformed Government at Nanking, paving the 
way for the construction of a now China, until finally there appeared the 
Peace and National Salvation Movement under the leadership of Mr. Wang 
Ching-woil,. 


This was a movement aiming at the construction of a new order in Bast 
Asia and at establishing for that purpose a government by rehabilitating 
the Kuomintang, by rejecting both communism and anti-Japaniem and by 
joining hands with Japan. On December 18, 1928, Mr. Wang Ching-wel startled 
the world by hie flight from Chungking. 


Primo Minister Prince Konoe's statement (December 22) concerning the 
construction of a new order in East Asia was followed by Mr. Wang's declar- 
ation for peace and against communiem (Decomber 30). A few months later 
My. Wang arrived in Shanghai from Hanoi (May 8, 1939), where he established 
his headquarters for his peace movement. Shortly afterwards he visited 
Tokyo (May 31) and conferred with the Prime Minister, Baron Hiranuma, 
and also Prince Konoc, from whom he learned the true attitude of Japan 
toward his peace movement and decided to proceed in earnest. On August 28 
the Sixth Plenary Conforence of the Kuomintang was convened in Shanghai, 
which adopted the resolutions for the restoration of Sino-Japanese relations 
by fundamental adjustment and for the reorganization of the Kuomintang and 
the appointmont of Mr. Wang as chairman of the Central Executivo Committec. 
At tho same mecting the much-abused Three People's Principles wero givon 
a proper awd authontic interpretation. The Poace and National Salvation 
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Movemont now bocame a "Poace and National Construction" movoment, and the 
orthodox Kuomintang, casting aside its claim of "Rule the country by the 
Party," ombarked upon the establishment of a now Central Governmont of 
China through the co-operation of parties and factions and those belonging 
to no party cz faction. The first important step toward the ostablishment 
of a now Contre Government was the three-day conference at Nanking, attended 
by Mr. Wang Ching-wei, Mv. Wang Ke-min representing the Provisional Govorn~ 
mont and Mr, Liang Hungchi of the Reformed Government. Then, on January 23 
this year those three leaters met again at Taingtao. On February 12, 
Mr. Wang calicd a mooting at Shanghai, to which were invited men of social 
prominonce as weil as roprosentatives of various parties and factions, 
and at which an agreement of views was reached. concerning the genoral 
principles for the ostublishment of a Central Government and ite political 
Platform. This led to the opening on March 20 of the Central Political 
Conference to decico upon the fundamentals for the establishment of tho 
now Governnont. ‘' 

The confcrence was attended by thirty delegates in all, comprising 
ten from tho Kuomintang, five each from the Provisional and the Reformod 
Governments, two cach from the Foderatod Autonomous Government of Mongolia, 
the National Socialist Party and the Young China Party, and four mon of 
recognized influence in society. Twelve important matters, such for 
instance as tho proposal for the adjustment of Sino-Japanese relations, 
the draft principles for the establishnent of a Centrai Governmont, tho 
Platform of tho National Government and the regulations for the organization 
of a Contral Exccutive Committee, wore avnroved, and the conference closed 
on March 25. On March @O tho rites and coremonics marking the return of 
the National Government to its capital were hcid in Nanking, at which 
Mr. Wang Ching-wei issued a proclamation. Thon and there the National 
Govornnont mado the first forward step of historic importance as a partnor 
in the construction of a now ordor in East Asia. 


In parallel and insoparable with the activities for the ostablishmont 
of a Contrsl Government, there progressed nogotiations for the adjustment 
of Sino-Japan.so relations. These negotiations made espociaily notable 
progress on the basis of the throo principles of amity and neighbourlinoss, 
common defence against the Comintern and economic cooperation, aftor tho 
Sixth Plenary Session of the Kuomintang which was held at the end of August 
of 1929; and on Decomber 3O an informal agreement on basic ideas regarding ~/ 
the acjustment of Sino-Japanese relations was reached at Shanghai between 
the nogotiators of the two countriocs. 


Upon the ostablishmont of the new Central Government on March 30 of 
this yoar, the Japanose Government appointed on April 1 General Nobuyuki 
Abe, Ambassador Extraordinary ard Pleaipotontiary, who arrived at 
Nanking on the 237d of that month. Aftor this, all proparations were 
completed with dospatch for tho restoration of Sino-Japanese relations. 
On July 5 the first mecting of the formal conference took place, attendod 
by Ambassador Abe and Mr. Wang as Acting President of the Republic of 
China. Mr. Wang on this occasion spoke cf what China expected of the 
conforcnce, while Anbassador Abe set forth the views of the Japanese 
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Government relative to the negotiations that woro to begin. Since then 

the negotiations were continued for almost two months. It was rather 

the zeal on both sides for the construction of the new order in East Asia 
than what may merely be termed mutual concession that enabled the delogates 
of the two countries to solvo the many complex and vexing problems. At 

the 15th session held on August 28 thoy agreod upon a draft treaty, which 
was initiallod on August 31. Upon examination by the two Govornments 

from the domostic standpoint of their respective countrics, this draft 
treaty wae fount to require partial alterations. Accordingly in the lattor 
part'of Soptomber the negotiations wers resumed for the necessary revision, 
on which an agrovment of viows was seached, and the treaty in its final 
forn was initialiod on October 10, 


On the other hand, with Manchoukuo that had always supported without 
roserve the cause of Sino-Japanese cooperation, negotiations were conductod 
concorning a Japan--Menchcukuo~China Joint Declaration. Early in November 
Mr. Woi Euan-chang, dircctor of the Foreign Affairs Bureau of munachoukuo 
arrived in Nanking, end the Declaration as published today was initialled 
on Novomber 8 by tho plenipotentiaric’ of the three countrics. Meanwhile, 
Ambassador Abo, returning to Japan on October 27, mot Prime Minister Prince 
Konoo on October 29 to report on his mission. Following the Imperial 
Conforence of November 13, tho Troaty wae submitted to the Privy Council, 
and approved at its ful1 session of November 27. This in brief is the 
history of the Sino-Japancso Basic Troaty that was signed today at 
Nanking. ;
